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ANOTHER GOLD STRIK 
NHILLS NEAR WEEPAL 


Discovery of Placer Deposits 
Promises Legal Tangle Over 
Lode Claims. 


By the Associated Press, 

TONOPAH, Nev., March 14.— 
The new gold camp of Weepah 
was electrified yesterday by a new 
discovery of rich surface deposits, 
gravel worth about $50 a pound. 
Prospectors and Sunday visitors 
raced over the hills to locate 
claims or fill their pockets with 
gold-laden sand. 

The presence of surface gold 
holds the possibility of trouble, for, 
under State laws, locators may file 


placer claims On areas’ already 
staked out for quartz or lode min- 
ing. The placer miner i!s entitled 
to all the gravel down to the regu- 
lar lode. Thus far, only’ those 
claims have been filed. The dou- 
ble system never has been tried 
in this State and old-timers say 
there will be trouble if both plac- 
er and lode claims are allowed, 


Claim-Jumping Reported. 

Claim jumpers are manifesting 
boldness in their operations. One 
prospector, Frank Dumond, re- 
ported that his location notices 
had been torn up. With the pos- 
sibility of legal complications, a 
movement was launched among lo- 
cators to discuss podling their 
claims. . 

Ed McKelvie, discoverer of the 
placer gold, refused to say where 
he had made the find because he 
was uncertain as to the legal sta- 
tus of the claim. He was reported 
to have favored pooling. 

Another element appeared to- 
day when word was spread that 
copper and gold ore had _ . been 
struck 180 feet below the surface. 
The Deep Mines Co. ad been driv. 
ing for depth for five years, hop- 
ing to recover rich ledges that were 
believed to have extended into the 
Goldfield Consolidated Mines. 
Drilling now has produced ore in 
the depths assaying $26 in copper 
and $3 in gold and silver to the 
ton, 

Meanwhile a sympathetic hoom 
appeared in Goldfield. Miles of 
stakes made their appearance 
northeast of the town which flour- 
ished and died 20 years ago. The 
Goldfield revival calls for major 
deep mining operations which are 
beyond the means of the ordinary 
gold hunter.

He 
set up his layout in front of a tent. 
He sald his name was “Honest 
Jim.”

staked out for them within eight 
hours after news of the strike h® 
Tonopah. Two newsboys sold pa- 
pers at 25 cents each. A Chinese 
set up a restaurant, but was “eat- 
en out” before noon, whereupon 
he quit the camp, talking to him- 
self.

Howse _ Appropriations 
Chairman Says It Is Fu- 
tile to Hope to Avoid In- 
creasing Costs.

"WASHINGTON, March 14.—A 


total of $4,211,201,270 was provid- 
ed for current expenses of the 
Government for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, Chairman Madden 
of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, announced in summing up 
the financial activities of the re- 
cent session of Congress. 

While the amount is $242,600,526 
below that made available during 


the present fiscal year, the Chair- 
man said the reductions would 
have been only about $100,000,000 
if the Senate had passed the sec- 


ond deficiency supply bill and the 
public buildings measure. 


Representative Byrns of Tennes- 


see, ranking Democrat on the com- 


mittee, issued a statement declar- 
ing that an analysis of the appro- 
priations “shows that the cost of 
the Federal Government continues 
to grow despite the claims of 
economy.” 

Madden pointed to many minor 
increases in the activities of the 
Government and maintained that 
go long as the country’s normal 
activities are continually enlarging 
“it is futile to expect that the re- 
lationship between the Government 
and the expanding interests of its 
people can be maintained without 
an increasing cost.’’ 

Larger Each Session. 

Contending that appropriations 
grow larger with each _ session, 
Byrns said that “in the face of 
such a_ situation I often wonder 
at the temerity of the President or 
that mythical figure ‘the White 
House spokesman’ in their contin- 
ued claims of economy.” 

He said that the President in 
transmitting budget estimates to 
Congress each fall, requested a 
smaller amount than would be re- 
quired, and “then quietly, at a lat- 
er date, sent in large supplemcatal 
estimates,” 

Byrns and Madden both credited 
Congress with effeeting reductions 
in the amounts requested by the 
Budget Bureau, holding that dur- 
ing the last session a total saving 
of $563,021 had been made. 
Against Two-Year Appropriations. 
Madden reiterated his opposition 
to the suggestion of President Cool- 
idge that Congress make appropri- 
ations for a two-year period  in- 
stead of for each 12 months. He 
said if this were done, appropri- 
ations would be made at the long 
session, and that virtually all oth- 
er legislation would be postponed 
to the short session. 

Byrns said that in addition to 
the general increase in Govern- 
mental expenditures, appropria- 
tions for maintenance of the 
White House were becoming larg- 
er and that it cost $342,000 a year 
to operate the Maytlower, the 
President’s yacht.

tee, by vote, had directed him to do 


In this case, he continued, the 


questions were asked by Senator 
Walsh of Montana, who was known 
as the “oil prosecutor.” 


“The situation of Senator Walsh 
to the committee,” he said, “was 
analagous to that of a prosecut- 
ing attorney to a court. A witness 
is not in contempt when he re- 
fuses to answer a lawyer; ‘he is 
only in contempt when he refuses 
to obey the court. The court’s will 


in this instance could only be dis- 
closed by an express instruction 
which was not given.”

Co. was organized to manufacture 
a patented crate and egg case.and 
other wood products. The com- 
pany failed about four years ago. 


Had Charge of Campaign. 
Wolfner one of the oficers, was 
in charge of the stock-selling cam- 
paign. He was charged with mak- 


ing false representations in the fi- 


nancial] statement submitted to the 
Finance Department, concerning 
the amount of stock of the com- 
pany then outstanding; conceal- 
ment of one Mability item of $250,- 
000, giving assets purchased for 
$303,000 a value of $542,000, and 
other misrepr@sentations. 


The application for authority to 
sell the stock stated no contract 
had been entered into with stock 
salesmen and that commissions 
would not exceed 20 per cent 
when, it was charged, Wolfner 
then had a contract to sell the 
stock at a commission of 40 per 
cent.

Dr. Jabez Jackson, president- | 
elect of the American Medical As- 
sociation, described himself as an | 
anti-evolutionist with a leaning to 
eaeprpeasgeane:: in an address be-. 
l fore 500 girls at Lindenwood Col- 
lege, St. Charles, yesterday after- 
noon. 

Today interview at the 
Forest Park Hotel, before return-.

“The fundamentalist,’ he said, |

so far toe prove his point.’ 

With that he turned to a novel 
interpretation of the meaning of 
Genesis. “In the Garden of 
Eden,” he declared, “woman did 
Woman ate of the 
tree of knowlecge and in giving; 
man of the frutt did mankind its | 
greatest service. | 

“The whole meaning of civiliza- | 
tion is bound up in man’s pursuit | 
of knowledge. By that act in the) 
Garden of Eden man marked him- | 


in an 


self off from the rest of the animal | 
kingdom. Eden was a paraiise of | 
irresponsibility. It was a place 
where man could have chosen to | 
remain in blissful ignorance of all 
the laws governing Him and the 
other animals. But he chose to 
know. 

“It was not the fall of man that 
took place in the Garden’of Eden, 
but the beginning of man’s rise. 
It was his real birth. We may truly 
that the pursuit of knowledge 
is the real mark of mankind.”

Describing what saw 
tario, Norris said that the hum- 
blest homes are equipped with elec- 
trical appliances found only in the 
establishments of wealthy Ameri- 
eans. In the Ontario household, 
every species of household drudg- 
ery which can be mechanically per- 
formed is done by electricity, he 
said, available at a cost approxi- 
mately one-fourth of that paid by 
the average American consumer. 
Canadian consumers who are un- 

able to pay the original cost of 
electric irons, ranges, sweepers, 
milkers, washing machines, churns 
and the like, buy them from the 
Government power office, and pay 
for them in installments added to 
their bills.

In my years of practice many | 


people have come ito me who were 
reaching out toward many goals, 
most of them worthy, but some 
nét. Beauty, health and  effi- 
ciency are certainly worthy ideais, 
but sometimes the methods taken 
to reach them are, tragically, the 
very ones which will, instead, de- 
stroy them. 

This is particularly true of the 
present passion for thinness. 

There are in general. three 
classes of people who go in for 
reducing—young girls, older wom- 
en Who wish to be considered 
young and middie-aged men who 
want to intrease thelr business ef- 
ficiency. For some of these re- 
ducing is by nto means a 
thing: it ie frequentiy a good, 
necessary thing. What is harm- 
ful is for a person reduce be- 
iow the weight 
her individually, and to do it, as 
sO many are doing, by the wrong 
methods. All that I have to say 
about the harm eof reducing ap- 
plies to these latter. 

The “Romans” Methods. 

“I'm a Roman, -I don’t have to 
diet.’ The meaning of this boast 
was a mystery to me when I first 
heard it from a young patient. If 
Il had connected 
with the ruins of Roman banquet | 
halls at Pompeii I should have 
knewh at once what she meant. 
Later I- came to know only too | 
well, for I discovered that many 
of our flappers have mastered the 
art of eating their cake and yet 
not having it, inducing regurgi- 
tation, after a plentiful meal, eith- 
er by drugs-or mechanical] means.

The Dangerous Thyroid. 

An extremely dangerous short 
cut to slimness is by the use of thy- 
rola extract, which is contained in 
many of the reducing drugs now 
on the market. One of the most 
complex and delicate systems of 
the body is that of the ductiess 
giands—thyroid. pituitary, pan- 
creas and sex glands, and any dis- 
turbance of the sensitive fhterrela- 
tions between these structures has 
far-reaching. effects. The active 
agent of the thyroid gland is a very 
powerful toxic substance. When 
too much of it is formed in the 
body or taken in as a medicine it 
will reduce weight—ne doubt. of 
that——because {t speeds up the sys- 
tem to burn food and the body tis- 
sues more rapidly. instead of stor- 
ing ft; Dut it. will reduce at the 
price of health. and even some- 
times of life itself.
